There are perso ns in uo rtlF 
ern New Yo rk wlio have been in fffie 
habit o f keeping diaries fo r years, and it 
is fro m the pages o f an o ld diary begun 
in 1810 and kept up unbro ken until 1840 
th at the fo llo wing info rmatio n ix'garding 
this year witho ut a summer 
has been 
taken : 
.Tantiary was so mild that mo st perso ns 
allo wed their fires to go o ut aud did no t 
burn wo o d except fo r co o king. There were 
a few* co ld <la,vs. but they were very few. 
Mo st o f the time the air was warm and 
springlike, 
February was no t co ld. So me 
days were co lder than any iu January, 
but th “ weather was abo ut the .same. 
March, fro m the 1st to the dth. w*as in­ 
clined to he kindy. 
It came iu like a 
small lio n and w*ent o ut like a very inno ­ 
cent .sheep. 
.\pril carne in warm, but as the days 
grew* lo nger the air became co lder, and 
by the first o f May there was a temper­ 
ature like that o f w'inter. w’ith plenty o f 
sno w* and ice. 
In May the yo ung buds 
were fro zen dead, ice fo rmed half an inch 
thick o n po nds aud rivers, co rn was 
killed, and tlie co riiQeids were planted 
again and again, until it l>ecame to o late 
to raise a cro j). 
By the last o f May in this climate the 
trees are usually in leaf and birds and 
flo wers are plentiful. 
When the last o f 
May arrived in 181d everything had been 
killed by the co ld, 
June was the co ldest mo nth o f ro ses 
ever experienced in tliis latitude. 
Fro st 
and ice were as c o mmo n as buttercups 
usually .are. 
Almo st every green thing 
was killed ; all fj iiir was destro yed; sno w* 
fell tea In ch es <hep in Vermo nt. 
There 
was a seven-inch fall iu the interio r o f 
New Yo rk 8 iate. aaii the same in Mas­ 
sachusetts. 
Tliere were o nly a few mo d­ 
erately warm 
d a y s. Everybo dy lo o ked, 
lo r.ged, and r,*;^ited fo r warm weather, 
but warm weather did no t co me. 
It was also dry; very little rain fell. 
All summer lo ng the wind blew steadily 
fro m the no rth in blasts, laden with sno w' 
aud ice. 
Mo thers knit so cks o f do uble 
thicktio ss fo r their children, and luatH 
thick mittens. 
Planting and shivering 
were do ne to urether. and the fanners who 
wo rked o ut their taxes o n the co untry 
ro ads wo re o verco ats and mittens. 
On .Tune 17 there was a heavy fall o f 
sno w. 
A Vermo nt farm er sent a flo ck o f 
sheep to pasture o n June It» . 
The m o rn­ 
ing o f the 17th dawned w*ith the ther­ 
mo meter belo w the freezing po int. Abo ut 
0 o ’clo ck in the mo rning the o w’ner o f 
the sheep starK'd to lo o k fo r his, flo ck. 
Befo re leaving ho me he turned to his 
wife and -aid. jo kingly: 
"B etter start the neighbo rs so o n; it’s 
the middle o f June, and 1 may get lo st 
in the sno w.” 
An ho ur after he had left ho me a ter­ 
rific sno w' sto rm came up. 
The sno w* fell 
thick and fast, and as there w*as so much 
wind the fleecy masses piled in great 
drifts alo ng the windward side o f the 
fencvs and o urbuiidings. 
Night came and 
the farm er laid no t been heard o f. 
His wife became frighrened aud alarm ­ 
ed the neighbo rho o d. 
All the neighbo rs 
jo ined the searching party. 
On the third 
day tliey fo und him. 
He was lying In a 
ho llo w* o n the side hiil with bo th feet 
fro zen; he was lialf co vered with sno w, 
but alive. 
Mo .-t o f the sheep w*ere lo st. 
July came in with siic» w* and ice. 
On 
the Fo urth o f July ice as thick as w'in- 
do w glass fo rmed thro tigho ut New Eng- 
Irnd, New Yo rk, and in so me parts o f 
tlie .8rnte o f Pennsylvania. Indiain co rn, 
whiOi in so me parts o f the East had 
struggled thro ugh May aud June, gave 
up, fro ze ami died. 
To the surprise o f everybo <ly, August 
pro ved tlie wo rst mo nth o f ail.

Eiiro jH* was hlasti'd w*ifh fro st. 
Sno w f(di at Barnet, thirty miles fro m 
Lo ndo n. Englnnd. o n Aug. 30. 
Newspa­ 
pers received fro m Englind stated that 
1810 w*o uld be remcinbered by the exist­ 
ing generatio n as the yt^ar in which there 
was no .simimer. 
Very little co rn ripened in New Eng- 
land. 
There was great privatio n, and 
tho usands o f perso ns wo uld have pi'rished 
in this co untry h.id it no t been fo r tha 
abundance o f fish and wild game.— Dan­ 
bury ((’o im.)

« few weeks before the outbreak and is 
rep orted leading the revolutionists near 
Swatow. 
He took the field May 22 and 
op ened op erations by attacking the walled 
city of Kwang Kong. The p lace was eas­ 
ily cap tured and alt officials wore killed. 
Ke op ing and Lin Chin g suffered similar 
fates. 
The government troop s on the 
island of Manwo were attacked May 27 
and defeated. 
The revolutionists then 
marched on Cba Chow. 
This p lace fell 
into their hands and all the officials were 
killed. 
Thousands of refugees fled to 
Swatow, where foreign warship s assem­ 
bled to p rotect the city . The Jiji Shimp o, 
which p rints disp atches from its own cor­ 
resp ondent regarding the rebellion, say s 
that with the well equip p ed and amp ly 
armed troop s of modern China the revolu­ 
tion must be crushed.

Already it had fought battles, 
but its only flags were the flags de­ 
signed by p atriots 
here and 
there. 
There was no one flag which stood for 
the whole brave little country , to flut­ 
ter in the battle-smoke and wave the 
message that it was one flag and one 
p eop le and one country . 
T hat is how 
Congress came to choose the new flag 
June 14, 1777, and this is why the Flag 
Day Association, a national organiza­ 
tion. is making greater efforts every 
y ear to have this day celebrated as one 
of the great day s in our history . 
No one knows the ex act origin of the 
design of Old Glory . 
At* Cambridge. 
Mass., early in 
January , 
President 
Georg/* W ashington had already dis- 
p lay ed a flag consisting of thirteen 
strip es of m l and white, with the 
English union jack in the p lace of the 
field of stars. 
Most authorities con- 
sidered that the designs us adop ted by 
Congress was Influenced by the « oat of 
arm s of tin* W ashington family , which 
contained both tin* 
stars 
and 
tin* 
strip es. 
You can still read the Con­ 
gressional resolution: “That the flag 
of the thirteen Fnited States he strip es, 
alternate m l an*l w hite; that th« * union 
Ik* thirteen stars, white in a blue field, 
rep resenting 
a 
new 
constellation.” 
Every school child knows how hist Ay 
add« *d to the design, how it was first 
Intended t«> add a new star and a new 
strip e as well for each state admitted, 
and how Congress later restored the 
original thirteen strip es, adding only 
another star for every state. 
W hat does the flag mean to y ou? 
It 
is the most beautiful flag on earth. We 
all know that. 
But do y ou remember 
how it stands for so many great things? 
— not only for civil liberty , hut for 
p atriotism , for equality , for the ]w>or- 
ost workman and the richest million­ 
aire, for freedom in religion and op in­ 
ion and sp eech, for the broadest civili­ 
zation and the greatest op p ortunity for 
the greatest number—in a word, for the 
great sp irit of Democracy . 
Tell the 
children about it. Think at » out it y our­ 
self. 
It will make them lw*tter p a­ 
triots, and at the same time it will 
make y ou feel a little more y our duty 
as a citizen, because the old ting, with 
all it stands for, is y our flag. too. 


With 
the 
offering 
of 
Consolidated 
Steamship Comp any stock in ex change 
for » hares of the six old coastwise lines 
the business world was ap p rised of the 
fact that the p lan of combination p ro- 
p osiHl by Charles W. Morse was comp lete. 
The new comp any is cap italized at $00,- 
000.000 und« *r the laws of Maine. 
The 
only Morse line not thus merged is the 
Hudson Navigation Comp any , which op ­ 
erates the Hudson river lines. 
An effort to secure a reduction in the 
rate of far« * charged by the Pullman com­ 
p any for sleep ing car accommodations has 
been made before th« * Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission, comp laints being filed 
against the comp any and various north­ 
western railroads by Georg« * S. Loftus, a 
business man of St. Paul. 
He say s he is 
obliged to travel to various p oint®, and 
alleges that the rates of the Pullman com­ 
p any are ex cessive and unreasonable. 
In a statement issued recently the 
Pennsy lvania railroad frankly avowed its 
p urp ose to “get square” for the new 2- 
c***nt fare law by abolishing all commu­ 
tation rates and selling only tickets at 
th« * uniform rate of 2 cents a mile. Even 
ten-trip an« l workman tickets will be 
drop p ed and no ex cursion tickets will he 
gold after Sep t. 30, unless tin* courts 
shall have ruled against the law, as the 
Pennsy lvania officials confidently ex p ect. 
The Reading, which had begun to make 
M>uie concessions in resp onse to the rising 
tide of p ublic indignation, stop p ed short, 
as if encouraged by th« * action of the 
Pennsy lvania, and Baer said nothing fur­ 
ther would be done. Baer's comp any also 
filed a bill in equity to up set the law on 
the ground that the loss involved would 
he contrary to charter rights. 
The Fnited States Sup reme Court on 
Monday rendered a decision in the case of 
a Georgia lumber firm against the South­ 
ern railroad, unimp ortant in its« *lf. but 
which indirectly sustains the p ower of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission under 
the federal rat« * law to fix railroad rates. 
The commission had decided that an in- 
crease of 2 cents a hundred on lumber 
from Georgia to tin* Ohio river was un­ 
reasonable and unjust, whereup on the 
railroad carried the matter up to the 
highest court, which now sustains the 
action of the commission. 
The city of Philadelp hia has been stir- 
v«*d to resentful ex p ression an« l boy cott® 
against the Reading railroad on account 
of its rate-raising retaliation for 2-cent 
fare legislation. 
By order of President 
Baer, he of “divine right” fame in con­ 
nection with the miners’ strike, all sub­ 
urban commutation rate« 
were 
raised 
from 25 to 100 p er cent. 
Public meet­ 
ings were held p romp tly and commit­ 
tees were ap p ointed to organize the en­ 
tire city , and various business and trav­ 
eling men’s associations are backing the 
movement. Rather than p ay the increas­ 
ed rates, many suburbanites began riding 
in on trolley s, and business houses p lan­ 
ned to divert freight to other lines. * 


DUMA IS DISSOLVED. 


«ZAR NICHOLAS ENDS RUSSIA’S 
PARLIAM ENT. 


Overrld« » » Co na tito tlo n mid U noe* 
Armed Rev o lt in Effo rt to linng 
.'» 5 
Deputies—t'a nno n a nd Ba y o nets to 
Enfo rce Return to Abso lutism. 


By imp erial edict the Russian duina 
has been dissolved and Russia again 
faces a reign of terror. 
Parliam ent 
p oetp oned its final action on the de­ 
mand of Prem ier Stoly p in th at fifty - 
five social democratic dep uties he ex ­ 
p elled and surrendered to be tried for 
high 
treason, 
whereup on 
the 
Czar 
brought down the mailed fist and ter­ 
minated the second ex p eriment in gov­ 
ernm ent by the p eop le. 
Now it is but 
a step to a catacly sm. 
The stroke of the p en th at sends the 
duma scattering was not taken without 
p rep aration. 
Ever since the first indi­ 
cations th at the relations between the 
reactionaries and revolutionaries were 
strained to the snap p ing p oint, the gov­ 
ernm ent has worked with feverish en­ 
ergy to p rep are for the ex p ected up ris­ 
ing. 
The p roclamation by which Emp eror 
Nicholas disbands the p arliam ent car­ 
ries with it a call for the election of a 
successor Nov. 14. 
The nex t duina, 
however, is not to contain the p rep on­ 
derance of radicals th at characterized 
the iKjdy that had come to its end, for 
the Czar, overriding the constitution, 
announces that the dep uties will be 
elected under the new law, which p ro­ 
vili« *« against “the submergence of the 
educated classes 
by 
the 
uneducated 
masses. ’ 
This is a direct infraction of the eon- 


terness disp lay ed in its debates, the in­ 
sistence w ith which it sought radical 
changes, the minor imp ortance of the 
laws which 
it managed to p ass, the 
general air of discontent that charac­ 
terized 
its 
legislative 
acts—all this 
wrought on the reactionary element uu- 
tiI the culmination came in charges 
that the duma itself was a hotbed of 
treason and that fifty -five of its mem­ 
bers—social democrats—had consp ired 
in London to slay the Czar and over­ 
throw the dy nasty . 
It was this same revolutionary sp irit 
that led the Czar in his 
dissolution 
ukase to direct th at the nex t p arlia­ 
ment should be elected under a law 
th at will give more rep resentation to 
the more highly educated classes, and 
that will disbar from the rights of suf­ 
frage many of the elements th at aided 
in the election of the « luma th at has 
just finished its stormy career. 
This 
step on the p art of the Czar, while 
warmly concurred in by the conserva­ 
tive element in the lower house, natur­ 
ally has added fuel to the fires of re­ 
sentment burning in the revolution­ 
ary camp , and the outcome is ex p ected 
to be a general up rising on the p art of 
the radicals whom the 
new election 
law will disfranchise. 
The step , how­ 
ever, has been p lanned long 
in 
ad­ 
vance, and with the soldiery mobilized 
the general ex p ectation is that the gov­ 
ernment will be able to quell any out­ 
bursts of violence and anarchy . 
The ukase is aeeomi>unied by a man­ 
ifesto setting forth the motives which 
l«*d the emp < ror to dissolve the duma. 
lie adverts to the duma’s rejection of 
temp orary laws, its refusal to condemn 
terrorism, the delay in ratify ing the 
budget, the op en revolutionary sp irit of 
a large [« ortion of 
its members, the 
abuse of tin* right of interp ellation, 
and, finally , the failure of the duma 
to comp ly immediately with the de- 


CCAL TR U ST PROSECUTED. 


Go v ernment A ales Injunctio n A« ra ln* t 
Anthra cite Co mbine. 
In the federal circuit court at Phila­ 
delp hia the government filed a ^p etition 
for an injunction p rohibiting the Reading, 
Lehigh Valley . Lackawanna, Jersey Cen­ 
tral. Eric and Susquehanna ainl \\ estern 
railroads from continuing their alleged 
unlawful combination, along with their 
subsidiary coal comp anies, to control the 
anthracite coal sup p ly . 
In a statement 
issued by the dep artment of justice, it 
was p ointed out that the Pennsy lvania, 
the Ontario and Western and the Dela­ 
ware and Hudson were not made defend­ 
ants in this suit because as y et no evi­ 
dence of surtkieiit force to connect tht*m 
with the alleged combination and monop ­ 
oly had been found, but should such evi­ 
dence be found in the course of the trial 
these roads would be similarly enjoined. 
The p etition m ites that the defendant 
railroads control all the means of trans­ 
p ortation between the min« *s and tide­ 
water, with the ex cep tion of those omit­ 
ted, which reach only a limited number 
of mines, and that said defendants trans- 
]rt» rt 71 p er cent of th« * anthracite ton­ 
nage; that in their own name, or through 
subsidiary comp anies controlled by them, 
they control about DO p er « rent of all the 
anthracite dejmsits, and p roduce three- 
fourths of the annual sup p ly ; that the in- 
« lep endi nt op erators, who p roduce about 
20 p er cent of tlie sup p ly , cannot enter 
into corn p etition because of the restraints 
imp osed by th« * railroads. 
Further, the 
p etition charges that these defendants 
have consp ire« ! to 
silence 
comp etition 
among themselves, and to p revent the 
sale of indep endent coal, thereby estab­ 
lishing a monop oly , sp ecify ing in detail 
the contract entered into by these com­ 
p anies and between them and the inde­ 
p endent op erators; that th<* Erie ex chang­ 
ed its share f«>r a majority of those of 
th« * New York. Susquehanna and West­ 
ern. a comp eting 1 in**, thereby p utting an 
end to all comp etition between th« m, and 
that the Reading comp any p ursu« *d a simi­ 
lar course. 
It is also charged that twice 
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stitutionul rights by which the Czar 
granted to the duma the p rivilege of 
determining the m anner of election®, 
but the* st<*p is considered necessary by 
tin* Emp eror to p revent further dis­ 
p lay s of “hostility , treason and anar­ 
chy .” 
As p relude to the imp erial edict dis­ 
solving 
the duma, 
the 
government 
brought its mailed list down 
ujkhi 
the 
municip al p ress. 
Shortly before th« * 
ukase was issm*d an order ap p eared 
from General Draefieffski, p refect 
of 
St. Petersburg, p roclaiming that 
the 
p ublication of any article of a tone nos­ 
tile to the government will Ik* consid­ 
ered a misdemeanor p unishable by a 
fin« * of $1,500 and three months in jail. 
St. Petersburg looks like a m ilitary 
camp on the eve of an engagement. 
Troop s p oure« ! into the eity in battal­ 
ions. Regiments of the line have re-en­ 
forced th« * guard regiments, grenadiers 
have het'ii brought in, Cossacks are p a­ 
trolling tin* streets, and in the indus­ 
trial quarters, where violence lias bro­ 
ken out before, batteries of 
artillery 
have been p laced so as to <lo the great­ 
est. ex ecution. 
The dissolution of the duma by the 
Czar does not come as a surp rise. The 
ma nner In which the p arliam ent has 
clashed w ith the government, the bit- 


man« I for the ex clusion of the fifty -five 
social 
democratic 
members 
charged 
with consp iring against 
the p resent 
regime. 
These various evils nr« * ascribed to 
defects in the electoral law, cons« *quent- 
ly th<* emp eror decided to change the 
basis of suffrage s«» th at every p art of 
the Russian p op ulation should be rep - 
resented in the lower house of p arlia­ 
ment.

And now’ the district attorney de­ 
clares the work of convicting the mill- 
lionaire crim inals who have made th e 
crimes of Schmitz and Ruef p ossible 
will be far easier because of the con­ 
viction of th« * first two m alefactors. 
The unanim ity of the jury in the case 
of Schmitz tells the story of the senti­ 
ment in 
the 
community concerning 
graft, bribe takers and bribe* givers. 
There was no trouble or no struggle to 
secure a verdict once the ease had been 
given into the jury ’s hands. 
On a p re ­ 
lim inary ballot, one juro r voted for an 
acquittal merely to p rovoke discussion 
over one p oint in tin* judge’s charge 
th at he did not understand and im- 
mediately ujkui 
a formal ballot being 
taken th« * entire twelve jurors voted 
“guilty as charged.” 


Ma y o r Sehmitx ’a < rime. 
The crime for whbdi May or SchmitS 
w as convicted was the ex tortion of $.1,- 
175 from Delmonico’s French restau­ 
ran t in January , lb<» 4. Just before th at 
time a “m orality ” crusade was begun 
against tin* French restaurants, and li­ 
censes were withdrawn for alleged vio­ 
lation of the laws. 
Then came a general investigation of 
these resorts, which resulted in the de­ 
term ination of the 
sup ervisors 
and 
M ay or to force them to close by can­ 
celling 
their 
liquor 
licenses. 
This 
m eant ruin for inost of the p rop rietors, 
a« they could not op erate without th e 
p rivilege of selling « lrinks. 
A fter several months of agitation ancfr 
investigation, it was decided by the “re­ 
formers" th at all those p laces that com­ 
p lied with certain rul« *s should be al- 
lowed to reop en. 
Then came the ex - 
I« *et« *d ap p lications for licenses from 
the “reform ed” p laces. 
These ap p lica­ 
tions were p laced on file and in due 
course were taken up by the p olice 
commissioners, but 
for some reason 
none of the licenses was granted. 
Attorney s ap p ealed m vain to the 
con*nissioners and sui« ervisors, but the 
ap p lication® remained on the fib*. Fin­ 
ally the restaurant men made common 
cause of their cases and raiso<l a fund 
to hasten the granting of th« * licenses» 
Ap p eal was made to Ruef, who f« « r the 
consideration of a fee of about $IQ,<» 00 
undertook to secure the license. 
There was more delay , but after a 
tim e the required p erm its to sell drinks 
in p rivate rooms were granted and the 
reform crusade was at an end. 
It was 
shown on th« * trial of S« .*hmitz that 
Ruef was p aid most if not all the {» rem­ 
ised f« *e of the restaurant men and tnat 
he divided this money with Schmitz. 
Schmitz received in all $4,000 from this 
graft fund, according to the statem ent 
of Ruef.
